The Province has 150,000 Acres More 
than Last Year in Oats Alone 


An Ottawa dispatch says that the 
census and statistic office has issued 
a report on the estinated area and 
condition of the principal field crops 
of Canada at the end of May based 
on the reports of a large staff of 
correspondents. 

The areca of all these field crops is 
reported at 30,551,200 acres. which 
iv 2,350,300 acres more than last 
year, and 4,951,050 acres more 
than in 1900. The largest inercase 
has taken place in wheat which has 
now reached 9,294,800 acres. In 
1909 it was 7,750,100 acres and in 
1908 it was 6,610,309 acres, which 
ia a gain in two yeurs of 2,684,500 
acres, or more than 40 per cent.

Apples in Boxes. 


This subject would be threudbare | 


with all the discussion it has bad of 
late were it not for the urgency of the 
facts. The apple barrel is by no means 


a satisfactory package, especially to} 


the shipper of good apples, and in spite 
of obstacles the apple box is making 
progress, A larger proportion of last 
year’s apple crop was sold in boxes 
than ever before, These facts came 
most painfully to the attention of east- 
ern apple growers when all through 
the winter months Oregon apples in 
boxes sold at good prices in all east- 
ern cities, while New York and New 
England fruit wae a drug in the mar- 
ket. It was a situation which could 
leave no doubt in the eastern apple 
grower’s mind thut something has to 
be done, Naturally the eastern grower, 
who sees his market thus cut out from 
under him, thinks first of boxing his 
own apples, He considers also the 
fancy packing, trademarking and oth- 
er selling dev’-es at which the west- 
ern men are so clever; All these 
schemes he must adopt, imitate or 
improve, But there is one thing more, 
and a very important one, which must 
be taken into the account, ‘The east- 
ern grower wust grow better fruit. 
Eastern apples are conceded to be of 
better quality than Pacific coast stock, 


but the eastern grower has relied quite | 


too much on this single fact. The 
western apples are allowed to have 
the best color and finish, but again 
the eastern grower has taken this esti- 
mate too inuch for granted. The high 
quality of New York und New Eng- 
land apples must be preserved, aug- 
mented and then advertised, The frult 
must be carefully hand thinned on the 
trees in order to get a uniform grsde 
for box packing. The color and uap-

~ SOIL FERTILITY. 


How to Build Up Land That Has Been 
Overworked. 

The only way to build up and hold 
‘the fertility of the soll is to feed a 
large part of the crop and return the 
manure to the land. If manure can- 
' not be had, the next best thing ia to 


| 


| pose. There should be deep plowing, 
but no subsoiling. Leguminous crops 
should be grown for the nitrogen they 
bestow upon the soil. 

Most soils, even when very poor, as 
a general thing, contain 
plant food except nitrogen, though 
sometimes other elements are lacking. 
The texture must be improved iu or- 
| der to increase fertility and plant food 
and humus added. Tillage goes a 
great way toward Improving texture, 
| but this alone Is not enough. Humus 
must be added, and in doing so plant 
food is added, making the svuil more 
permeable to alr and water. 

Humus is supplied tu the soll, first, 
by the addition of stable manure, and 
this is probably the best method, call- 
ing for more forage crops and more 
Blu’h; second, by planting crop for 
tue purpose of turning them under 
(plowing under green crops is called 
green manuring); third, by growing 
clover and timothy, which are usually 
left down for several years, during 
which time their roots thoroughly pen- 
etrate the soil, Old roots decay and 
new roots grow. After the sod Is 
| plowed up considerable vegetable mat, 
| ter is turned under. With the mass of 
| roots in the soll, this adds consider- 
able humus. The advantage from the 
cultivation of clovers and alfalfa is 
found in the fact that they are deep 
rooted plants, and when their roots 
decay they have channels deep into 
the earth, thus alding in the absorp- 
tion of rains and letting In air to 
sweeten the soil. 

Probably the most rapid way to 
build up a wornout soil when barn- 
yard manure is not plentiful is to 
| give it a course of treatment such as 
| described, then grow only forage 
crops, buy grain to feed with them 
jand return all the manure thus pro- 
duced to the land, 
permits such a system to be followed, 
| and no other type of farming builds 
| up land so quickly. 
| Professor W. J. Spillman, agricul- 
turist, in charge of farm management 
investigatious, United States bureau

In middle latitudes the fol- 
lowing system is ndapted to this type 
of farming: Grow corn enough for the 
pigs on part of the farm, sowing 
either cowpeas or crimson clover or 
tye ii the eorn yearly to keep up fer- 
tility. The two latter crops furnish 
winter pasture for the pigs. On the 
remainder of the farm run the fol- 
lowing three year rotation: Sow oats 
in early spring, follow by rye sown 
early in August, follow this by sor- 
ghum the following spring, in Sep- 
tember or October sow rye again after 
the sorghum, late the vext spring sow 
either sorghum or cowpeas and begin 
over again with oats the succeeding 
spring. 


Tree Planting. 

For extensive planting white pine at 
present is the only tree which can be 
obtained in large numbers. I¢ fs also 
a tree which ts adapted to almost any 
kind of soll aud which makes a quick 
growth of valuable timber. Tie blight 
which has attacked the pines during 
the past few years is somewhat of a 
drawback to the growth, and more or 
less attention fs being directed to oth- 
er trees, Including spruce and chest- 
but. 


Comfort For Sick Animals. 

A sick animal should be placed In a 
well disinfected and dry box stall 
with plenty of bedding and sunlight 
(avoid drafts), In cold ‘weather place 
a blanket on the animal, feed sparing- 
ly with digestible food, such as bran 
mashes made of linseed tea; keep 
manger sweet and clean, Water should 
be pure and clean and warmed when 
necessary.

WELL NIGH FORGOTTEN. 


The Rocks That Appear Above the 
Surface of the Richelieu River Are 
the Scene of a Murder Where a 
British Deserter Siew His Compan- 
fon In Crime and Then Fied Across 
the Border, 


Leaving the beaten path of written 
history, one comes across the story of 
an episode which was told by the peo- 
ple living in the Lake Champlain dis- 
trict during those stirring times, and 
which is preserved to this day by the 
name of a roef of boulders that in the 
season of low water appear above the 
surface of the Richelieu. The reef is 
known as Bloody Island, and it takes 
its name from a caer enacted there 
by a deserter from Sir George Pre- 
vost’s afmy during its retreat from 
Plattsburg in 1814. 

The first night-encampment of the 
rit iirhes recrossing 
al undary into Canada was made 
about three miles north of the frontier 
on the Odelltown road, not far from 
where the chapel now stands, and 
around which was fought the memor- 
able battle of the uprising of 1837-38. 

That night two of the guard placed 
over the treasure wagons deserted, 
but they did not leave the service 
empty-handed, for in some manner, 
possibly with the connivance of other 
mnen on duty at the place, but with- 
out the courage to share in the deed, 
they securad a chest filled with coin—

Jumping out, for they were 
now in shallow water, the deserters 
dragged the scow ahead until the little 
island was reached, Marks of their 
work were still visible the next day 
when the searching party visited the 
spot. 

Pthe men decided not to venture 
again upon the river in the darkness, 
but to wait for the grey light of morn- 
ing to show them where they were. 

ne never saw the morning dawn, 
for while he slept his companion stab- 
bed him to death and threw his body 
into the water, hoping no doubt that 
the waves would carry it down the riv- 
er or wash it among the rushes which 
in the shallow water along the eastern 
shore grow tall and rank. 

As soon as the darkness began to 
lift in the early morning the surviving 
deserter set out for the east shore. He 
landed where a small wooded point 
projected from the shore-line for a 
short distance. Brown's Point it was 
then called, and so it continued to be 
known for half-a-century, so long as 
the farm, of which it was a part, re- 
mained in the hands of the Brown 
family. 

The scow was found late the next 
‘day floating among the rushes in the 
small bay north of the point. It was 
empty, the oars having evidently been 
thrown overboard and washed away, 
‘he deserter was never seen again. 
The country then was heavily wood- 
ed, and it was possible for a man to

TRAPPERS AND TRADERS. 


| The Men Who Harvest the Furs Lead 
a Hard Life. 


The history of a lady’s fur coat is, ' 
| if one thinks of it, full of strange 
contrasts, A wild creature of the Can- 
adian forests, a silent Indian trapper 
and his wife, a lone Hudson Bay Co. 
trader, the half-breed peddlers of a 
“north” canoe, the hands of the Hud. 
son Bay steamer in‘ the icefloes off 
Ungava, the employes of a British 
railway company, the operatives of a 
London furrier—all these may have 
played a part in the making of the 
coat before it can appear in the win- 
dows of a shop in Bond street or on 
the back of some proud lady of St. 
James’. The fur trade is one of the 
few departments of modern business 
about which there still lingers the 
odor of romance, Other trades have 
been revolutionized by nineteenth 
century science; it bas remained, al- 
most alone, primitive in its methods. 
Since the day when “The Honorable 
Company of Adventurers trading into 
Hudson Bay” was founded by Prince 
Rupert it has hardly changed at all. 
In unimportant details it may have 
altered, perhaps. The trade-mark of 
a famous Pittsburg steel works may 
now be stamped upon the Indian's | 
traps; and the legend “Made in Ger- | 
many” may now adorn the barter | 
that is given for the furs; but these | 
slight innovations have the force of | 
bald anachronisms. They stand out | 
sharply from the surroundings into 
which they are intruded, and they 
merely serve to show by contrast how 

primitive these are. 

The life of the bush is a closed book

E. H. Fitzhugh Has Had a Brilliant

Railroad until 1889. From 1889 to 
December 31st, 1896, was master of 
transportation for lines west of the 
Mississippi River on the Wabash Rail- 
toad, with office at Moberly, Mo.

The “packers’’ (as the 
Indians are called) step in and man 
the thwarts, The procession of canoes 
streams out across the lake. With

MINING IN AUSTRALIA 


'KALGOORLIE 1S QUITE A NORMAL 
UP-COUNTRY TOWN. 


‘An Unpleasant Red Dust Is the Sub- 
stance From Which the Miner Gets 
His Precious Metal—The Wild 
Town of the Early Days Has Givan 
Way to a Respectable Community 
Water the Great Difficulty. 


Whatever ideas you may have form. 
ed of a great mining camp, drawn 
from Bert Harte or the tales of the 
early Australian gold diggings, will 
be upset on your first introduction to 
Kalgoorlie, You have traveled 370 
miles from Perth, dined, slept, and 
breakfasted in the train in as much 
comfort as if you had been traveling 
in England or France, and you find 
yourself in a prosperous, but appar- 
ently not over busy, provincial town, 
with broad streets, tramways, 
churches, good hotels, shops and the 
usual well-appointed, hospitable Aus- 
tralian club-house, where you may 
read most of the London papers with- 
in a month of their publication, or 
look on from a comfortable chair at a 
game of bowls played on a perfect 
green under rows of electric lights in 
the cool of the evening. 

The streets of Kalgoorlie are not 
paved with gold, although it is one of 
the richest goldfields in the world. 
They are covered with a fine, red 
dust, which blows about very unplea- 
santly in the hot weather. But yet 
you may see within actual touch of 
| the pavements some enterprising ad- 
| venturer shaking the red soil in a 
jeradle and extracting from it ay Au 
{of the precious grains to make the 
labor worth his while; and there are 
shafts sunk in the very middle of 
; some of the streets, though not the 
moat frequented. 

But the town has for the most part 
settled down to an ordinary, well-or- 
ganized industry. A great tide of 
civilization, respectability, steady, re- 
sponsible work has washed away the 
rough inake-shafts of early days, the 
adventure and the wickedness, the 
flerce ardor and reckless profusion, 
The mine menagers draw lar, lar. 
jea and settle disputes with the trade 
unions to which their men belong; 
the Stock Exchange keeps, business 
hours in a handsome building, and 
no longer buys or sells from ws 
’ ldnight in the ‘open 
air; the gold escort no longef clatters 
off with horses and rifles on its long 
journey through the waterl bush, 
jut watches a safe in a railway van; 
the women and children no longer 
sieep in tents or live in a constant, 
"laborious, dreary picnic, but in trim 
| villas with pretty gardens, go to 
on Sundays, 
| ehow their smart hats and dresses at 
| 


the pretty racecourse, where the grass 
| is kept green all the year round and 
| flowers bloom in profusion round the 
| lawns and about the stands. 

But if you climb up to some point 
} of vantage and look over the town 
you see that it is not like other Aus- 
|tralian country towns. It spreads 
| itself widely over the flat, red plain. 
| There are no tall buildings, but iron 
chimneys, well stayed, rise high above 

; the roofs. Gigantic, timbered poppet- 
iheads stand over the mine shaf‘s, 
huge mounds of “tailings” still re- 
taining some of their gold, some of 
them with truck lines laid on them, 
ere. heaped up as high as if Nature 
| hed heaped them there. The houses 
thin out towards the outskirts, and 
seem to have been dumped down any- 
where on the red soil, little white 
shanties with no sign of green about 
them, and a few better ones here and 
there with pepper trees and little 
ardens. The eye takes in the long 
ines of stacked firewood for the fur- 
naces—no coal is used at Kalgoorlie— 
the iron skips loaded with ore drawn 
along the overhead wires, and the 
empty ones going back to the mine 
alongside them. The low, blue-grey 
scrub closes in on every side a limit- 
less level of monotony, broken only 
by a few low hills, holding out no 
promise, no refreshment to eye or 
spirit. It is as if Nature had tried to 
| cover up her buried treasure with the 
| shabbiest of carpets so that covetous 
man should never suspect that in this 
dreary spot out of the beautiful places 
in the world he could find anything 
worth the finding. 

We put on old, stained suite of 
khaki, took our stand in the narrow 
| cage and dropped 1,350 feet down the 
| boarded shaft, the higher tunnels of 
the mine, now jet-black caves, now 
| dimly lighted, mate) past us. We 
| lit candles and went along the rough. 

hewn passages—-there are many miles 
of them in the different levels—from 
| which the ore had been extracted. 
| spey. were roughly roofed and held 
‘up by huge timbers here and there, 
{and the narrow tramway line ran 
along their rock floors. At the end of 
one an hydraulic drill was pounding 
and thundering at the hard rock, mak- 
| ing holes in which the blasting pow- 
der would presently explode and 
loosen the ore. Muffled reverberations 
from distant galleries told that the 
durk mine was full of workers. But 
jthere was nothing to show the inex- 
perienced visitor that the rich gold 
was all about him—only rough lumps 
of grey stone, with sometimes a dull, 
| leadlike glimmer where the rich tel- 
| luride conceals its 30 or 40 per cent. 
of the precious metal. But sometimes 
the ore is so rich that it is brought 
up and lodged in safes just as it is, 
and I held little pieces in the hollow 
“of my palm that contained each seven 

‘or eight pounds’ worth of gold. 
| In the early days of the Western 
Australian goldfields water was more 
precious even than gold, There was 
very little to drink and none to wash 
in. But the whole field lies on a salty 
soakage, and very soon after the first 
rush vast condensers were working to 
produce distilled water, But this was 
at best a miserable makeshift, and ut 
lust a great enterprise was set in hand 
to give the now large population of 
the fields a satisfactory water supply. 
A practically limitless supply of wa- 
iter is conserved a weir 23 miles 
from Pert), and thence to the gold.

If Dr. Saunders were to visit Alberta in 1910, he would find thous- 
ands of acres under wheat that in 1908 were raw unbroken prairie. 

Again in oats Alberta held the record in 1998 with 48.54 bushels, 
per acre, with Saskatchewan’s 48.18 bushels a close second, Manitoba 
produced 42.52 bushels per acre and the other provinces averaged 28.20 
bushe!s. Of the weight of Alberta outs he says: 

“One of our superintendents in Alberta informs me that he has seen 
nu samplo of oats this year grown in that province weighing 50 pounds to 
the bushel, I have never seen oats that weight myself and [asked him 
tosend me down the sample. He replied vhat it was wanted for exhi- 
bition purposes. He added that the weight was undoubtedly correct, 
but that he could searcely credit the fact until ho had tested it himself, 
This shows that the climate there is well adapted for growing oats,”

But the convention 
of Boards of Trade recommen.ledan 
extension of the lease from tio to 
four years, The convention could 
not have had the facts properly pre- 
sented to it, for as a matter of fact 
the extension will do but little good 
to the cattle industry. The exten- 
sion should have been from 12 tol 
15 years at least. 

We must start out with the as- 
sumption that the ranching industry 
is a great western industry an that 
it is going to remain so.

Wheat is Being Conducted.

Winnipeg.—Dr, William Saunders, 
the director of the experimental farins 
of the Dominion, returned to Winni- 
peg recently from an extended tour of 
the whole of the wheat country be- 
tween this city and the Rockies. The 
present indications are, said he, that 
the crop will be a good one. There 
has been some damage in certain dis.

Dr. Theodore L, Pennell, a medical ' 
nissionary, lecturing at the Caxton 
Hill, London, regently, on his experi- 
en’es among the wild tribes of the 
Northwest Frontier of India, said 
while at Bannu_it-was no unusual 


thing to be called upon to supply arti- ‘ 
ficial noses for the wives of nien who, | 


in a fit of jealousy, had cut off the 
ends of the noses of their women folk. 

One man who had cut his wife's 
nose off altogether was told by the 
doctor that, in order to make a good 
job of the repair, it would be neces- 
sury to send to England for an rrti- 
ficial nose, | 

On being told that the cost would i 
be thirty rupees the man _ hesitated. , 
Asked the reason of hia hesitation, the 
man said, ‘Well, it’s this way, sahib, 
I can get a new wife for eighty ' 
rupees,”’ (Laughter.) “However,” pro- ' 
ceeded the doctor, “he agreed eventu- 
ally to have the old wife patched up,” | 

“Every year,” he added, ‘‘we are ' 
called upon to make new noses, and 
some of the ladies are very well satis- 
ed with the result.” | 

Robbery and brigandage were the 
profession of some of the tribes, 
especially the Waziris. When a child 
wus born his mother usually placed 
him in a hole in the wall of the mud- 
house, and said to him, “Learn to be 
a thief.’ Thieving was largely done 
by digging under the walls of the 
mud-houses, 

But the Waziris also had a sense of 
humor. Last year there was a big 
ussemblage of chiefs at a certain 
centre to meet a political officer re- 
sp°cting the lawlessness of the tribes, , 
Having been sumptuously entertain- 
ed, they presented the officer with a 
beautiful antelope as a mark of appre- 
ciation. 

Before the chiefs had reached their 
hills on the return journey a message 
arrived stating that an antelope had 
been stolen from the house of a 
Nawab. 

Speaking of the blood feuds of the 
various tribes, Dr. Pennell suid these 
were so intense that it was only pos- 
sible to cultivate land within gunshot 
range of the villages, each of which 
possessed a gun tower with loopholes 
for firing. Each man worked in the 
fields with a rifle over one shoulder 
and cartridges in his belt, in order to 
be ready for all emergencies, 

In such a district the advantages 
of European surgery were naturally! 
much appreciated, and a doctor could | 
pass from one tribe to another with- ; 
out feur; in fact, euch tribe would 

rovide him with an escort to the | 

oundary of the next tribe. 

Patients come to the hospital at 
Bunnu from as far away as Cabul, | 
and often there would arrive at the 
hospital a string of the blind, each 
holding on the other in front, and 
a man who could see a little leading 
the lot, 

In the course of an interview with a | 
reporter, Dr. Pennell gave another il- | 
lustration otf matrimonial jealousy | 
among the border tribes. 

“One day,” he said, “an Afghan 
chief who had been across the border | 
came back and saw his wife speaking 
to a man over the wall in his com- 
pound. He at once drew his sword, 
cut off his wife’s head, and threw it | 
to the man, saying, ‘If you want to 
speak to her now, you can.’ ”’ 

Many of the patients at the hospital 
are the victims of frontier raids. One 
man who was admitted there for treat- 
ment had been shot by-his uncle, The 
bullet had gone through his lung, but 
careful nursing pulled him through. 

“When he was convalescent,” said 
Dr. Pennell, ‘the called me one day to 
his bedside and said.

customs. Moreover no tax can be put 
on by the House of Keys, and not a 
penny spent except with the gover- 
nor’s consent and the approval of the 
non-elected Upper House. There has 
for long been an outcry against this 
state of things. When old-age pen- 
sions became the law in the United 
Kingdom, a strong agitation for pen- 
sions arose in the Isle of Man, and 
with one or two exceptions members 
of the House of Keys were all elected 
to provide pensions and secure the 
passing of estate duties. Lord Raglan 

romised to have the Estate Duties 
ill prepared and to allocate receipts 
to pensions, and on this understand. 
ing the Keys passed both bills and so 
allocated the funds. On the bills 
reaching the Legislative Council, how- 
ever, the Upper House postponed in- 
definitely the consideration of the 
Pensions bill, and, in accepting estate 
duties, limited the scope to three 
years and passed the proceeds into 
the general revenue. ‘These actions 
have caused great resentment in the 
Isle of Man, and it is certain that the 
House of Keys will refuse to pass the 
Estate Duties bill on these terms. 
all probability they will refuse to give 
the governor any more money for gen- 
eral purposes until he provides for 
old-age pensions. As the revenue re- 
quires strengthening, and public 
works are starved, the governor is in 
an awkward situation. The Keys are 
determined to get some control of the 
Executive. Manx’ constitutional re-

Bavaria, and has had thirteen chil- 
dren.

) decided that the arrival of every child 
into the world should be Reread by a 
tax. The birth of a child to a duke 
cost the proud but harassed father 
thirty pounds, whilst the advent of a 
commoners’ child into the world was 
hailed with a tax of two shillings. 
Moreover, it was an expensive mat- 
ter to die, and bachelors and widowers 
also were compelled to pay for the 
privilege of single blessedness. With 
the advent of more constitutional 
days freak taxation did not cease. It 
was due to William Pitt that the win- 
dow tax was instituted. In the reign 
of George I. it was necessary to have 
a license in order to sell hats. Then 
| there was the tax on hair powder, and 
the tax on watches and clocks. In 
the reign of George III. a duty of two 
shillings and sixpence was imposed 
on bricks, At a later period in the 
same reign bricks were divided, for 
the purposes of taxation into common 
and dressed bricks, and the duty on 
each kind of brick was regulated ac- 
cording to its size.

ALFALFA FOR PASTURE 

Under irrigation, it is very sur- 
rising what alfalfa will produce ir 
he way of pasture.

ALFALFA ON DRY LAND 


Heretofore this discussion has 
deen considering this valuable crop 
‘rom the standpoint of the irriga- 
tionist. A few words might by 
idded with respect to the adaptabil- 
ity of alfalfa for the so-called dry 
lands? In some sections of Mot- 
tana, where they have no more rain 
fall than they have here in south 
eastern Alberta, farmers are having 
fairly good success with alfalfa. 

It generally takes a year to sum- 
mer fallow or ‘summer till” the 
land to get it in shape for alfalti 
seeding. During the entire summer 
the land is kept perfectly free from 
weeds by tillage. After every shower 
the harrows are put on the soil to 
restore the dust mulch and thus, as 
it were, bottle up the rain that has 
fallen, It is astonishing how much 
of the moisture that falls in a year 
may be preserved for the crop of the 
following year by constantly main 
taining an earth mulch. The har- 
rows should be used almost con 
stantly the next spring, up unt | you 
are ready to sow the alfalta seed. It 
might be well to both inoculate the 
seed and use inoculated earth on the 
land selected for the alfalfa. Dray 
the inoculated earth and seed well 
into the seed bed, and again pre- 
serve the earth mulch until the crop 
comes up. As soon as it is safe 
utter the alfalfa comes up, and alter 
each rain run over the surface with 
a Special light harrow to keep the 
rain-packed surlace of the ground 
broken up, Usually on cry land 
only one crop is secured per year, 
varying from one ton to perhaps two 
tons per acre. The value of this 
crop oa dry land, just like on irri-| 
gated land is not altogether in the 
crop of hay secured. Kqually as 
great value comes to the soil in ad- 
dition of nitrogen, and when the 
roots are ploughed under, there is 
more benefit in the added humus. 
This benefit keeps on increas'ng 
year by year, for with more humus 
the myre moisture is held by the! 
soil, and with more moisture we are 
ab'e to produce larger crops. Thus 
the cycle of benelit to the land keeps 
on year afier year. i
